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In presenting its report to the Fellows and Members of 
the Academy, the Council desires once more to record the 
loyal and enthusiastic work done by the entire staff which 
has the responsibility of putting into effect the policies. 
adopted by the Council and the various committees. It is. 
worthy of note that this staff is often called upon for over- 
time and extra work. During the course of a year, many 
situations arise which need prompt attention. In all 
instances the additional burden that this throws upon those 
who are doing the actual work of the Academy has been 
accepted in an admirable spirit of cooperation. 


The Council also recognizes the invaluable aid that is 
being rendered to the Academy by the self-sacrificing and 
splendid efforts of its membership. Each year demonstrates 
more clearly that The New York Academy of Medicine 
is'‘not considered by its members solely as an organization 
from which they may derive benefit, but as an institution 
that recognizes its responsibility to the community and is 
willing, through the efforts of its Fellows and Members, to 
meet this responsibility to the fullest, extent. A public 
acknowledgment of the indebtedness of the Health Depart-, 
ment of the City to the Academy appeared recently in a. 
publication of that Department. In numerous other ways, 
city departments and officials have given testimony ,.to 
the helpfulness of the Academy in the solution of many of 
the perplexing problems which arise in this city. Attention, 
is invited to the various departmental reports which appear 
in this Bulletin for more detailed evidence of, this type of. 
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The long accepted policy of the Academy to consider as 
one of its major obligations the advancement of public 
health, medical education, and medical practice, without 
actually becoming an administrative factor in any of these 
fields has been followed. The acute situation, however, 
which has arisen concerning the method of delivery of 
medical service to the community by the medical profession 
led the Council to a new step in this important field. This 
took the form of the appointment of a Committee of the 
Council, the Committee to Investigate Problems Relating to 
Medical Practice, the function of which is to study matters 
related to medical practice, health insurance and allied 
problems. This Committee has adopted the policy of not 
attempting to formulate plans for the solution of the vexing 
aspects of these problems, but rather to inform itself con- 
cerning what is being done in these fields and thus be in a 
position to express an opinion, advise or cooperate if cir- 
cumstances should indicate such action. 


It is pleasing to report that the actual working of the 
procedure for promotion from Membership to Fellowship in 
a given Section is satisfactorily accomplished. The hoped- 
for result whereby those who belong to the Academy may 
secure a qualified standing in a particular field of medical 
practice is assured. The Advisory Committees of the vari- 
ous Sections and the Committee on Fellowship are taking 
their responsibility in this direction with genuine serious- 
ness and this will eventuate in giving real dignity to the 
certification of an individual as especially qualified. 


A study on the mortality of acute appendicitis as evi- 
denced in our hospital and vital statistics was carried on 
under the auspices of the Committee on Public Health Rela- 
tions. This study was of a preliminary nature but proved to 
be of such importance that the Council granted authority 
for the raising of funds to complete the study to a point 
where it was hoped it would have the effect of reducing a 
recognized too high mortality. Unfortunately, the securing 
of the funds failed so that the consummation of this project 
must be deferred. 
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A vexing problem was presented to the Academy by the 
applications of numerous foreign physicians who because of 
conditions abroad were required to find asylum in a more 
generously inclined environment. Many of these men are 
well trained, competent physicians, some even of inter- 
national standing. Misfortune has driven them to work 
among us and thus placed them in competition with the 
physicians of the community. To confer upon these physi- 
cians the honor of Membership or Fellowship in the Aca- 
demy upon their individual merits might be considered a 
proper course. To confer this honor upon them at the 
expense of our own did not appear to the Council as being 
advisable. The situation was given careful consideration by 
the Council and upon recommendation of the Committee on 
Admission, it was voted that such physicians must be resi- 
dent in this country for at least five years before becoming 
eligible for Membership. The purpose of this action was to 
establish the fact that these applicants intended to make 
their permanent home with us and therefore would be in a 
position to bear the responsibilities as well as the privileges 
of membership in The New York Academy of Medicine. 


The Council is pleased to report that there have been no 
serious cases to come before the Committee on Professional 
Standards during the year. The efforts of this Committee as 
well as those of the Medical Information Bureau are 
developing in the membership of the Academy a full realiza- 
tion of the importance of supporting the highest ethical 
standards. When such difficult problems are judiciously 
handled it is evident that those who have been honored by 
election into the Academy are more than eager to cooperate 
in the raising of professional standards. In this connection 
the Council begs to report that in the only case where in 
recent years it has been necessary to take severe disciplinary 
action against a Fellow of the Academy, this action was 
sustained by the Courts of the State, including the Court of 
Appeals. The sentence as imposed in this case, which 
appeared in the report of the Council a year ago, was con- 
tested by the Fellow through the Courts in an attempt to 
have it removed, but without success. This is a matter 
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worthy of report in that it indicates that the efforts of the 
medical profession itself to require conduct in conformity 
to a high degree of ethical standards, will be supported by 
State authority. 


It is with satisfaction that the Council learns that there 
have been many gifts of great interest and importance to the 
museum. The attention of the Fellows is called to the fact 
that many gifts to the museum are now properly catalogued 
and arranged in the room set aside for this purpose. While 
the facilities and the funds for operating the museum are 
by no means adequate, a definite start has been made and 
the Academy is very appreciative of the cooperation of our 
members and friends in this undertaking. 


During the year, there were applications from several 
medical organizations in the city, representing limited fields 
of practice, to become either Sections or to enjoy affiliation 
with the Academy. In considering these, the Council acted 
upon its long established policy to approve such an arrange- 
ment only in case the already established Sections failed to 
afford facilities to the group or that the group had attained 
such a recognized position in its field, from the medical 
profession as a whole, that it was worthy of the same stand- 
ing as the already existing Sections. 


A necessary ruling was made by the Council on an annoy- 
ing but rather minor point ; namely that no one who is not a 
Fellow or Member of the Academy may have the privilege 
of the floor at any meeting of the Academy or its Sections 
unless introduced by a Fellow or Member and invited by 


the Chairman. ' 


The published reports of the various committees deat in 
detail with many aspects of the Academy activities and it is 
unnecessary to make further reference to them here. 


The Council is concerned with the continued unsatisfac- 
tory economic situation insofar as it affects the ability of 
the Academy to meet its responsibilities. The Council has 
given the Trustees full support by determining that these 
responsibilities must be faced even though the Trustees do 
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not see in hand the necessary funds to immediately meet the 
expenses. Acting upon this general policy, the Academy 
faced at the beginning of the year a deficit of some $10,000 
with a determination that the proper functioning of the 
Academy should not be curtailed. Through the efforts of 
members of the Council and the kindly generosity of a few 
friends of the Academy, we are able to report that not only 
were the proper activities of the Academy not curtailed, 
but in many instances provision for a healthful expansion 
was made. The deficit was met with almost no draft upon 
our emergency building reserve. 


Full recognition was given to the fact that the Library 
must not be permitted to lag behind the high standards 
which have been set for its development. A very substantial 
increase in the amount made available for the purchase of 
books, binding, filing and other activities was granted this 
year. 

In this connection the Council desires to express its very 
sincere appreciation of the continued support which we 
have received from former and some new friends. The 
details of these have been noted in the report of the Trus- 
tees and the abstract of the Treasurer’s report appearing 
herein. 


On recommendation of the Council, Dr. Emanuel Libman 
and the late Dr. Walter Brickner were elected as Benefac- 
tors in recognition of outstanding generosity in the form 
of substantial contributions of money to the Academy. In 
the case of Dr. Brickner the contributions were made by 
members of his family as a memorial to him. 


In presenting this report, the President is desirous of 
expressing his very great appreciation to the members of 
the Council for the devoted service that they are rendering 
to the Academy. Many matters of serious import have come 
to them for consideration and action and in all cases they 
have shown a willingness to give the necessary amount of 
time and attention in attempting to arrive at the wisest 


solution. 
EUGENE H. President. 
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The Board of Trustees was again faced with the neces- 
sity of setting up a budget for expenditure in excess of 
anticipated receipts, or serious curtailment of Academy 
activities. With the approval of the Council, the Board 
adopted the former course. 


As given in previous reports of the Board of Trustees, 
economies have been continuously practiced. This has re- 
sulted in the lowest possible operating cost, so that no 
further economies than those previously reported have been 
accomplished during the year. 


Total expenditures in 1935 were $261,716.15, approxi- 
mately 14 per cent less than in 1928 and 1929 and 8 per cent 
less than in 1930. 


After careful study of our estimated receipts for the 
year, including anticipated but not actually pledged con- 
tributions, the Board voted the adoption in December 
1934 of a budget amounting to $261,510. This as will be 
seen by reference to the detailed budget herein pub- 
lished was nearly $8,000 more than our anticipated income, 
which estimated deficit because of unforeseen expenditures 
later became close to $10,000. 


The Trustees feel that the Academy should be congrat- 
ulated upon its success in finding friends who were willing 
to come to our aid to such an extent that the final deficit 
at the end of the year amounted to only $1,973.35. This 
small sum was transferred from a reserve fund which 
had in the past been allocated to our principal, subject to 
withdrawal at the discretion of the Trustees. 


In approaching the year 1936, the same problems as the 
Trustees have faced during recent years were still before 
them. A budget carefully prepared by the Heads of the 
Departments showed that our income will be less than our 
necessary expenses by approximately $20,000. It was nec- 
essary therefore that the Trustees should decide whether 
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a budget written on the basis of desirable expenditure or 
known income should be adopted. Once again the Trustees 
voted for the former procedure and the Academy is there- 
fore operating upon an estimated deficit of the above 
amount. 


The Trustees are fully aware that such a procedure 
can go on for only a limited time. To withdraw monies 
from the fund which has been set aside for the eventual 
major repairs that will have to be made to our building 
is exceedingly unwise. 


On the other hand, to seriously curtail the meeting of 
the responsibilities that are being placed upon the Academy 
as set forth in the report of the Council will be shirking 
a duty. 


It is to be hoped that those friends who have come to 
our aid in the past will continue to do so. Even with 
such aid, our financial situation is far from satisfactory. 
The Board of Trustees is fully cognizant of this situa- 
tion and is giving it continuous serious consideration. 
A special subcommittee has been appointed to investigate 
the entire subject and to advise the Trustees as to the wiser 
course to pursue. While we have been very fortunate in 
receiving most generous support from the Foundations 
and a few individuals, we have had no general support 
from the community at large. In view of the services 
that the Academy is rendering to the public as evidenced 
in the reports of the Council and of the several departments, 
the question is raised as to whether the time has not ar- 
rived for acquainting the public with the value of the 
Academy to the community as a whole and asking for a 
wider support of its activities. 


It is with considerable satisfaction that the Trustees 
report that the policy adopted in 1934 for the handling of 
our mortgages and our other invested capital, as reported 
a year ago, has been generally successful. Through the 
continued careful scrutiny of the properties on which the 
Academy holds mortgages, these investments appear in a 
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more satisfactory light month by month. Unless further 
disaster befalls the city, it is possible to anticipate an ul- 
timate recovery of all losses connected with this type of 
investment. 


Very careful consideration was given to the continuance 
of the services of the Fiduciary Trust Company as a jus- 
tifiable expense for the protection of the Academy’s capital 
securities. A special committee studied this problem and 
reported to the Trustees that the time had not yet arrived 
when the Board could take the responsibility of deciding 
questions of major importance connected with security 
holdings. The Trustees, therefore, voted to continue this 
service into and possibly through 1936 at least. 


While we are still in the grasp of a most difficult situ- 
ation, there is evidence that with continued effort The New 
York Academy of Medicine will be able to meet in full its 
obligations and continue to render the type of service for 
which justly it has become well known. ;

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY 
ATTENDANCE 


During the year 1934 readers to the number of 51,793 
signed the register. This year there have been 55,607, an 
increase, therefore, of 3,814. One day in the month of 
October 265 persons registered. April with 5,208 readers 
showed the largest attendance for one month. 


New BENEFACTORS ELECTED 


In 1935 the names of Dr. Emanuel Libman and the late 
Dr. Walter M. Brickner were added to the roll of the Acad- 
emy Benefactors as a slight tribute to their great generosity. 
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GiFTs OF Books, Etc. 


It might seem invidious to select names from our long list 
of generous donors (which is given in the statistical part 
of this Report). Nevertheless those who have given rare 
books are noted in the section devoted to that Department, 
and here certain other gifts are well worthy of mention. 
Dr. Stewart Paton of Baltimore, a Fellow of the Academy, 
most kindly sent us a very valuable collection of 743 books 
on psychiatry, psychology, etc. Another Fellow, Dr. D. 
Bryson Delavan, ever a warm friend to the Library, sent 
us amongst many other things, more than 150 photographs 
of laryngologists et al., some of them collected by him only 
after much effort and correspondence. These have been 
added to the large group in the portrait collection which he 
had presented in former years. 


RarRE BooK AND History DEPARTMENT 


The year 1935 brought into the Rare Book and History 
Room 1434 readers, who consulted about three thousand 
volumes and two hundred and fifty portraits. Of these 
readers there were many engaged upon investigations 
requiring hours of research by members of the staff. By 
telephone and letter came seventy questions involving more 
research. The cataloguing of the remaining Streeter books 
went ahead as usual. The few volumes left to be done will 
be finished early in 1936. Gifts made to this section of the 
Library have not been as numerous as in some years, but it 
is gratifying to review the list of notable volumes which 
we have been able to purchase with the restricted funds 
available. 

Gifts 

A gap in our collection of herbals was recently filled 
through the kindness of Mrs. Franklin Welker, who gave 
us a copy of the 1560 Strasbourg edition of Hieronymus 
Bock’s Kreiterbuch, no. 74 in Art Ancien, Catalogue 


of Early Herbals. Although it is profusely illustrated with 
woodcuts done for the most part by David Kandel, the 
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work is valuable more for its original descriptions than for 
the illustrations, which seem to be copied from Fuchs. An- 
other interesting volume was presented to us by Dr. Reginald 
Burbank. It contains several tracts by Giovan Pietro 
Arluno, successful physician of Milan, and is entitled Index 
Operis ...de Faciliori Alimento Summula . . . Milan, 1532. 
‘Very little is known about this rare volume, as mention of 
it is conspicuously absent from bibliographies and other 
reference works. 


Our manuscript section has been enlarged by several 
unusual items during the past year. Mr. Charles Butler 
gave a diary in the hand of Willard Parker, containing a 
day-by-day account of his European trip in 1837. Although 
the contents of the book were published in the Annals of 
Medical History, n.s. vol. 5, 1933, we are none the less 
delighted to possess the original of this charming descrip- 
tion of a nineteenth century medical pilgrimage, written 
by such a prominent member of the American medical pro- 
fession. A contemporary of Parker, Nathan Smith, 1762- 
1829, was professor of surgery at Yale, and had the dis- 
tinction of being the second to perform an ovariotomy in 
this country. Notes taken from his lectures in 1823, penned 
in an unknown hand, fill a small volume given by Mrs. Seth 
Evans through Dr. L. H. Shearer. Unpublished letters as 
well as diaries and lecture notes often provide valuable 
source material to the historian and biographer. We have 
been fortunate enough to receive several recently, one group 
of them having already served as material for an article in 
the Academy Bulletin, August, 1935, by Dr. R. A. Benson, 
giving an account of two letters of Samuel Hahnemann 
with a translation from the German. These letters from 
the founder of homeopathy to his colleague, Dr. Giuseppe 
Mauro (September, 1829 and June, 1833) came to the 
Academy from Mrs. E. K. Dunham through Dr. Samuel 
W. Lambert. A case history in the hand of the noted 
Philippe Pinel, 1745-1826, was presented by Dr. Stewart 
Paton. Pinel was the first to treat the insane in a humane 
manner. The fragment, written and signed by him, bears 
the date, “3 Nivose, an 14” (24 December, 1805). Of more

local importance is a note from Andrew Carnegie, April 4, 
1884, directing his bankers to pay drafts to Frederic S. Dennis 
to the extent of $50,000. This money was to found the first 
pathological laboratory in this country. Dr. Dennis was in- 
strumental in acquiring it for that purpose for the use of his 
gifted friend, Dr. William H. Welch. This valuable little 
document was given to the Academy by the estate of Dr. 
Dennis. At this time it might be noted that the minutes 
of meetings of the various sections of the Academy have 
been deposited in the Library. To our ever growing collec- 
tion of records of New York societies, scattered minutes of 
the Society of Dental Surgeons of this city and reports, 
etc., of the New York Odontological Society have been very 
recently added. 
Purchases 


Three noteworthy volumes were acquired early in the 
year from the library of Dr. Arthur S. Chittenden. Osler in 
his Jncunabula Medica listed as no. 1 that encyclopaedia of 
human knowledge, compiled by Rabanus Maurus in the 
ninth century, entitled De Sermonum Proprietate, printed 
in Strasbourg by the R-printer (Adolf Rusch) about 1467. 
It contains the earliest printed account of medicine, and it 
was with great satisfaction that we placed it on the shelves 
with our other incunabula. A century or so before the time 
of Rabanus Maurus there lived in Rome a man who has 
been called the “First original physician since Galen,” 
Alexander Trallianus. His most important work, the 
Practica, was not published until 1504. His writings, influ- 
ential for centuries, were widely translated and frequently 
printed. We are very happy to acquire this first edition, 
attractively printed by Francois Fradin, Lyons. Another 
sixteenth century book from the Chittenden library is the 
Definitionum Medicarum, Frankfort, Wechel, 1578, written 
by Jean de Gorris, 1505-1577. The author was a prominent 
and learned French physician attached to the service of 
Louis XIII. He enjoyed a wide reputation for his knowl- 
edge of the practice of medicine of his predecessors. This 
dictionary, embodying much of his learning, is his most 
important work.

One more title has been added to our list of English books 
before 1641: Polydore Vergil, 1470?-1555, An Abridgemét 
of the notable Worke . . . conteignyng the deuisers and fyrst 
fynders out aswell of Artes, Ministeries ...as of Rites... 
London, Richard Grafton, 1546. This first history of inven- 
tions and customs was published as early as 1499. Our 
recent purchase seems to be the second issue of the first 
English edition (S.T.C. 24655). It contains chapters on 
“phisike,” “herbes,” etc. Among that amazing number of 
pioneers in science who lived in the sixteenth century, the 
name of Bernard Palissy is too often neglected. This man, 
renowned as a maker of pottery, was also responsible for 
remarkable achievements in chemistry, to which his work 
in glazing directed him. In 1580, ten years before his death, 
his book called, Discovrs admirables, de la Natvre des Eaur 
... des Metaua, des Sels & Salines . .. was printed at Paris. 
We were glad to procure a copy of this important contribu- 
tion. For a discussion of Palissy and his legacy to science, 
see Allbutt’s final chapter in his Greek Medicine in Rome. 
The seventeenth century brought many new discoveries in 
anatomy and physiology. Jean Pecquet, 1622-1674, in his 
Experimenta nova Anatomica, 1651, described the thoracic 
duct and the receptaculum chyli. His views, in accord with 
Harvey’s observations on the circulation of the blood, were 
hailed by those who appreciated the value of Harvey’s work. 
We are always on the alert to acquire early records of 
original descriptions, and were glad of the opportunity to 
buy the 1654 edition of Pecquet’s Experimenta. Anatomy 
in the eighteenth century was represented by many hand- 
some examples of the engraver’s art. Albinus, Camper, 
Gautier d’Agoty, William Hunter and Cheselden need no 
introduction. One of the most impressive atlases, the Osteo- 
graphia of Cheselden, published in 1733, merits enthusiasm 
for both its accuracy and artistic beauty. Ever since the 
books of the New York Hospital came to the Academy in 
1898,we have had a volume containing the unlettered proofs 
of the fifty-six plates of Cheselden’s Osteographia. These 
were bound up with an undated title and one printed sheet 
with a brief explanation of the plates. Anatomist, artist, 
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and bibliographer would undoubtedly unite in rejoicing 
over the unusually splendid copy of the 1733 Osteographia 
which we have just purchased to place side by side with 
our variant edition. Not only does our new acquisition have 
the text and the plates with their explanations but a com- 
plete set of the unlettered proofs as well. 


As we muse casually over the progress of science in the 
last few centuries, certain figures are sure to come to mind. 
Such a one is Lavoisier, whose name is preéminent in the 
annals of chemistry, and whose work with respiration, heat 
relations of the body, etc., has given him an important niche 
in the history of medicine. For some time we have been 
aware of our lack of examples of Lavoisier’s works, and 
we seized an opportunity to secure a first edition of his 
three-volume T'raité élémentaire de Chimie, 1789. Another 
great scientist of that period, Lazaro Spallanzani, made 
specific contributions to medicine. His De’ Fenomeni della 
Circolazione, Modena, 1773, has been added to our collec- 
tion. In England at that time a physician named William 
Withering was devoting much of his attention to plants. 
This interest led him to his startling discovery of digitalis, 
which he brought to light in his Account of the Foxglove... 
1785. The following year a German translation, entitled 
Abhandlung vom rothen Fingerhut, was published in 
Leipzig. We were able to get a copy of this rare volume to 
place beside our copy of the original English edition. We 
were able to add also to our number of Beaumont editions 
by the accession of the Edinburgh, 1838, Experiments and 
Observations on the Gastric Juice ... which was reprinted 
from the Plattsburg edition with notes by Andrew Combe, 
the English physiologist. 


Any biographer or historian interested in the life of 
Félix Pascalis Ouviére, 1750-1833, New York and Phila- 
delphia physician, would indeed find in this Library abun- 
dant material written by his hand. During the past year 
we have supplemented this collection with two more manu- 
scripts. One concerns yellow fever, a subject which always 
interested him keenly. The other contains copies of letters 
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written by him to colleagues in all parts of the world. Many 
of these are about yellow fever, and many allude to the 
Medical Repository, of which he served as an editor. Four 
letters written by the versatile Samuel L. Mitchill, 1764- 
1831, celebrated physician, naturalist, and historian, were 
purchased, as well as one in the hand of Benjamin Water- 
-house, 1754-1846, founder of Harvard Medical School and 
first vaccinator for smallpox in America. Half the cost of 
the Mitchill letters was generously met by Dr. William S. 
Thomas. Two other letters of important men were added 
to our collection: one from the great pathologist, Rudolf 
Virchow, 1821-1902; the other from the Tiger of France, 
Georges Clemenceau, 1841-1929, who for a time practiced 
medicine. 


For some time we have been anxious to procure a copy 
of that invaluable reference work, Hastings Rashdall’s 
Universities in the Middle Ages, Oxford, 1895, a book diffi- 
cult to procure. We take pleasure in announcing its acqui- 
sition to those who have requested it in the past. 


GIFTS OF MONEY 


By the will of the late Mrs. Perla A. Brickner the Acad- 
emy received a bequest of $10,000 which sum now consti- 
tutes the Walter M. Brickner Library Fund. The New 
York Neurological Society presented the sum of $1,000 at 
the end of 1934 and during this year part of it has been 
expended for the purchase of works on neurology and psy- 
chiatry which we should not ordinarily buy or have been 
unable to buy owing to lack of money in the budget. Drs. 
Smith Ely Jelliffe, C. Burns Craig, and Israel 8S. Wechsler 
have very kindly met several times with the Librarian, Miss 
Doe (Assistant Librarian), and Miss Wilson (in charge of 
the Periodicals Department) to choose the books and files of 
magazines which would be of greatest service to our readers. 
The Academy has also received the sum of $1,000 from the 
estate of the late Dr. William C. Lusk. This has been added 
to the Library Fund, and the income is to be used for “library 
purposes.” Likewise we have added to the Library Fund 
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$1,000 generously given by the Ratnoff Anniversary Fund 
“for use in the Library.” Early in December, the Academy 
received the splendid contribution of $1,000 from an anon- 
ymous donor towards the purchase of books during 1935. 
Another anonymous gift of $1,500 was added to the Stafford 
McLean Library Fund. 


EXHIBITIONS 


The only two important exhibitions held in the Library 
this year were that on the “Development of the Stethoscope” 
and that of “Books illustrating the Growth of our Knowl- 
edge of the Respiratory Tract and its Diseases.” The for- 
mer (13 February to 29 March) was arranged by Dr. Paul 
B. Sheldon, the voluntary Curator of our Historical 
Museum, and Miss Doe, the Assistant Librarian. This was 
a chance to show a few of all the interesting objects we 
possess. Many books were also exhibited and a catalogue 
was published in the Bulletin for October. Much favor- 
able comment was made to Dr. Sheldon and Miss Doe. The 
second exhibition, held during the Graduate lortnight, was 
arranged by Drs. Frank B. Berry, Israel Rappaport, and 
Miss Annan (in charge of the Rare Book and Historical 
Rooms) with some help from the Librarian. It is hoped to 
publish a catalogue of this soon.* 


It is a pleasure to state that gifts are still coming into our 
Museum (see donations in the statistical section of this 
Report) and that, at the suggestion of the Curator and at 
a great bargain, two double exhibition cases, each twenty- 
four feet long, were purchased and installed: We were 
very glad to lend to Dr. Walter B. Mount, of Montclair, 
N. J., several pairs of old obstetrical forceps from our 
Museum to show at a Montclair meeting and at the Ameri- 
can Association of the History of Medicine meeting at 
Atlantic City in May. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The silk shades of the reading lamps in the main Reading 
Room had so deteriorated that it was found necessary to

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replace them by those made of parchment and, though they 
do not look so well as the former ones, they are as service- 
able. The need of another assistant in the Periodicals 
Department became increasingly evident this year. At the 
present time three other members of the staff of the Library 
have to give part of their day to help. The important work 
of this Department has been outlined in former Reports 
and, if our efforts to make it as useful as possible are to be 
sustained, more aid is required. Upon the recommendation 
of this Committee the Council decided that if funds are 
available an additional assistant will be engaged in 1936. 


The funds of the Army Medical Library have been so 
restricted during the last couple of years that, after a 
reduced number of magazine subscriptions had been paid, 
no money has remained for the purchase of books. On hear- 
ing this, our Committee sought to improve this state of 
affairs. It is to be remembered that only books acquired by 
the Army Medical Library are listed in its Index Catalogue, 
a tool indispensable to investigators and the medical pro- 
fession at large. The President of the Academy wrote to 
the President of the United States, and your Chairman, 
other members of this Committee, and the Librarian have 
been in communication with the Surgeon General and the 
Librarian of the Army Medical Library. We are happy to 
report that prospects are brighter for a less inadequate 
budget for the fiscal year 1936-37. 


Mrs. Bulkley continued her voluntary work of cata- 
loguing portraits. Miss Edith King, a student at Antioch 
College, worked here for two months in the spring, this 
practice-period giving her credit towards her degree. Mr. 
T. F. Chao, Assistant Librarian of the Peiping Union Medi- 
cal College, was sent over to learn the methods employed 
in a large medical library. He has already spent part of 
the day for several months with us, working in one Depart- 
ment after another, and intends to remain for several more. 
We feel complimented that our Library was chosen as the 
place for his work as visiting assistant. 
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LIBRARY PUBLICATION FUND COMMITTEE 


One of the most important events in the year has been 
the arrival of superbly bound copies of our Vesalian Atlas, 
Andreae Vesalii Icones Anatomicae, which is number 3 in 
the “History of Medicine Series Published under the Aus- 
pices of the Library of The New York Academy of Medi- 
cine.” It has been printed at the Bremer Presse, Munich, 
and consists of the reproduction on hand-made paper of all 
the illustrations of the works of Vesalius published during 
his life-time. The actual wood-blocks after drawings by 
Van Calear, employed to make the woodcuts for the Epi- 
tome of 1543 and the De Fabrica of 1543 and 1555, have 
been skilfully used again. In addition, the Latin text, 
descriptive of the anatomical structures, displayed in the 
woodcuts, has been reprinted. More than three years have 
been required to prepare and publish this work, and Dr. 
Samuel W. Lambert and the Librarian have spent much of 
their time on this undertaking. The Jcones Anatomicae has 
been made widely known by the issue of an illustrated 
prospectus. Since 1 December 1935, the date of publication, 
the price has been advanced from $100 to $122.50. 


The Publication Fund Committee has had several meet- 
ings and considered several works for our Historical Series. 
The next work to be published will be A Catalogue of the 
Works of Ambroise Paré by Janet Doe, Assistant Librarian. 


We are grateful to Dr. Eugene H. Pool, President of the 
Academy, for his generous gift of $100 to this Fund. 


SELECTION OF PURCHASES 


We are accustomed in these Reports to give in outline, 
for the benefit of the Fellows of the Academy and others 
who may read them, the nature and method of work of one 
or more of our Departments. More time than is imagined 
by our readers is spent by the Staff of the Library on the 
selection of books and magazines, before the actual work of 
ordering them is undertaken by Miss Helmstetter, in charge 
of the Order Department. 
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Formerly, for the selection of recently published books, 
we relied largely upon advertisements of booksellers and 
publishers, but we realized that much of this was work of 
repetition, for, in the course of a few weeks, we found that 
we looked up in our catalogue the same titles over and over 
again. For the last few years we have made use of the 
“Publishers’ Weeklies” of the United States, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Spain, and England. All titles in these of 
medical interest (including medical biographies) and also 
many general reference works are looked up by a member 
of the Reference Department to see whether we have them 
in our catalogue already in the present, or a former, edition. 


These entries for books or editions not already here are 
cut out of the “Weeklies” and pasted on cards. We make 
thousands of cards in this way every year. The Librarian 
and Assistant Librarian go over these alone, and also to- 
gether, and choose those for immediate purchase or those 
to be classified as “desiderata.” All these cards, even for 
the books “rejected,” are filed away for future reference in 
the cabinets of catalogue drawers in the Order Department. 
Thus we have an immense catalogue of published medical 
works which we have not acquired. We are happy to say 
that we receive from many Fellows and other readers, re- 
quests to purchase which are dealt with as soon as possible. 
All members of the Staff are requested to report new pub- 
lications whenever and wherever they may see notice of 
them. Reviews and notices in medical journals and espe- 
cially in The Times Literary Supplement, London, are of 
the greatest help in bringing books to our attention and in 
helping us to choose. 


During the course of a year, Miss Annan (in charge of 
the Rare Book and History Rooms) and the Librarian 
read or scan scores of medical catalogues from second-hand 
booksellers, as well as those devoted to science and even to 
general literature. The titles are marked and looked up 
in the way we have described. The Periodicals Department 
keeps track of the arrival, or non-arrival, of catalogues of 
literally hundreds of booksellers in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, France, Germany, Switzerland, Austria,

Scandinavia, Belgium, Holland, Italy, Spain, England, 
Scotland, Ireland, and Russia. The Librarian can vouch 
for the fact that scarcely a second-hand catalogue appears 
which does not contain a title of a medical book or a book 
by a doctor, which we should like to buy. In addition, 
although our funds for the purpose are very restricted, 
catalogues of second-hand portraits help us to fill gaps in 
our collection. 
Our FINANCES 


At the October meeting this Committee seriously consid- 
ered the fact that almost all the money in the budget for 
the purchase of books had been expended. This amounts to 
$4,665, including $610 for rare books, and, in contrast with 
this, the budget for books used to be $9,500. The number of 
books published during the years of the depression has not 
decreased to nearly the same degree as has our budget. We 
used to purchase about two-thirds of the new books, but of 
late years we have been able to buy about one-third only. 
We have been falling behind rapidly. It will be difficult, 
and impossible in some cases, to obtain monographs that 
we have missed. 


In more prosperous times, $2,000 was set aside in our 
budget for the completion of files of periodicals, whilst for 
the last year or so $200 is all we have had for this purpose. 
And every year a considerable part of this money has to be 
spent for the purchase of numbers of magazines which have 
been lost in the mails or stolen here. By October our $200 
was almost gone. This Library is now regarded as a reposi- 
tory for some files of magazines which cannot be found else- 
where on this continent and we should make our collections 
as complete as possible. 


We are happy to say that in October the Trustees, on the 
recommendation of this Committee, added the sum of $1,400 
to the budget for the purchase of books, other than rare 
ones, and for the completion of files. A larger Library 
budget will be required next year in order to carry on the 
work which is demanded of us and to make up some of the 
leeway we have lost already.

COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC HEALTH RELATIONS 
Report of Activities for the Year 1935 


TRIBUTE FROM THE COMMISSIONER OF HEALTH 


There is hardly a more fitting introduction to the ac- 
tivities of the Committee for 1935 than that supplied by 
the Commissioner of Health, Dr. John L. Rice, in an edi- 
torial in the February 1935 issue of Neighborhood Health, 
a monthly sheet published by the Department of Health. 
It is reproduced here, although the twenty-fifth anniversary 


of the Committee does not come until May 1, 1936. 


“A QUARTER CENTURY OF SERVICE 
Joun L. Rice, M.D. 


“I know from personal experience during the past two years of what 
great help the Committee on Public Health Relations of the New York 
Academy of Medicine has been not only to the Department of Health, 
but to the City as a whole. ‘The Committee now in its twenty-fifth year 
of service to the community has achieved through this long period of 
continuity of well-directed effort a definite and unique position of use- 
fulness. Its activities reveal the practical idealism of the leaders of the 
medical profession and demonstrate the applicability of objective 
inquiry to the several domains of public health and administrative 
and educational medicine. Each annual report of the Committee has 
been a valuable review of current health problems. 


“Several of the original group of physicians who have voluntarily 
given their services for these many years are still active on the Com- 
mittee which has changed its chairman but once in the course of its 
existence and has employed the same executive secretary from the 
beginning. Thus there has developed a tradition, a philosophy and 
policy of action based on knowledge and experience which is perhaps 
unequalled in the annals of voluntary public health work. 


“The Committee, composed of a group of physicians chosen from 
among the members of the Academy of Medicine and appointed 
annually by its President with the approval of the Council, is author- 
ized to voice the opinion of the Academy in matters to which it has 
given consideration. All the members are outstanding figures in the 
various fields of medicine, with extensive experience in clinical prac- 
tice, in hospital work, in teaching or public health administration. The 
demands made upon the Committee on the part of numerous govern- 
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mental and civic agencies have led the Committee to study a wide 
range of subjects and to express their collective, impartial, unbiased 
and expert judgment on a great variety of matters. During the past 
year alone the Committee concerned itself with the control of the milk 
supply; control of the sale of harmful drugs and cosmetics; problem 
of venereal diseases; child delinquency; care of the chronically 
afflicted ; home medical and nursing care of the indigent; occupational 
diseases; city budget for health and hospital services; reyision of the 
city charter, and many other matters of similar character. 


“The City is to be congratulated on being able to turn to such a 
body for advice and guidance.” 


DEATH OF Dr. CHARLES L. DANA 


Dr. Charles L. Dana, the founder of the Committee on 
Public Health Relations, and its guide for seventeen years, 
died on December 12, 1935. The following resolution was 
adopted in memoriam: 


RESOLVED that the Committee on Public Health Relations 
records with a deep sense of sorrow the death of Dr. 
Charles L. Dana, the founder of the Committee and 
its chairman for the first seventeen years of its ex- 
istence. The wisdom of his judgment; his scientific 
eminence; his interest in literature and cultural pursuits, 
combined with his practical idealism, his faith in the 
ways of democracy and in the value of informed public 
opinion ; and his intellectual independence and detach- 
ment laid the foundation for the work of this Committee. 
His devoted interest in the Academy and the Committee, 
and his outstanding personality moulded the pattern of 
our activities and have left an indelible imprint for the 
guidance of his successors. 


REVISION OF THE CITY CHARTER 


The appointment by the Mayor of a highly qualified 
non-partisan Charter Revision Commission, has stimulated 
the Committee to undertake a serious study of the existing 
provisions of the Charter with regard to several depart- 
ments in the City government dealing directly or indirectly 
with public health. Of these departments, those of Health 
and Hospitals are, of course, in the forefront, followed by 
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the Tenement House Department, the Sanitation Depart- 
ment and the Department of Welfare. 


Although the Department of Education comes naturally 
within the scope of the interests of the Committee because 
of its enormous influence on the health of the children of 
the community, it was not included in the Charter studies 
because its main objective lies in an entirely different 
field, and it affects the public health only indirectly. At 
the invitation of the Department, however, cooperation 
has been given in a study of orientation in the Department’s 
manifold functions in the physical care of the children, 
but this work lies entirely outside of Charter revision. 


Instead of presenting here details of the many recom- 
mendations made with regard to desirable changes in the 
City Charter, which would take up a great deal of space, 
only a few of the major problems are discussed in this 
report as being of general interest. Many of the recom- 
mendations were of a structural and purely technical 
character, and not of interest, except to students of ad- 
ministration. 


Domiciliary Medical Care 


The recommendation was made that Section 662 of the 
present Charter be amended to allow the City authorities 
to dispense medical and nursing home care. This recom- 
mendation was made with full knowledge of the inefficiency, 
corruption, misapplication of funds, favoritism and dis- 
honesty, which in the past have only too often been asso- 
ciated with the dispensing of home relief, and which 
led to the prohibition existing in the present City Charter. 
The present administration of this form of home relief in 
New York City under the Temporary Emergency State 
Law bears evidence that home medical and nursing care 
can be carried on fairly efficiently when there is a vigilant 
public interest aroused, and when the control of the service 
is placed in competent hands. 


The Committee is of the opinion that domiciliary medical 
care should be rendered by physicians not on a salary basis 
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but on a fee basis, as this method is less apt to disturb 
normal relationships between patients and physicians, and 
is not likely to develop into a permanent medical bu- 
reaucracy. It also allows for a certain amount of freedom 
in the choice of physician by the recipient of medical care 
and creates greater confidence of the patient in his physician 
than a system of assigned salaried doctors. 


The Committee recommended that the Commissioner of 
Public Welfare be charged with the duty of promulgating 
standards of eligibility for outdoor nursing and medical 
care, but that the administration of it should be placed 
under the authority of the Department of Hospitals. In 
the judgment of the Committee, the administration of this 
type of relief is likely to be more efficient when placed under 
a department which is accustomed to deal with medical 
problems. Furthermore, many among those receiving home 
medical and nursing care would no doubt require transfers 
to hospitals, and it would facilitate matters greatly if the 
entire administration of the sick, whether inside or outside 
of hospitals, were concentrated in one department. 


It is the judgment of the Committee that domiciliary 
medical and nursing care should not be limited to the 
destitute but should include also those who may be able 
to provide for themselves the prime necessities for sub- 
sistence, but who lack resources for the required medical 
care. In other words, it should include persons who, under 
ordinary conditions, would be eligible for admission to a 
municipal hospital. 


Medical Services for Municipal Employees 


Approximately 140,000 persons are regular employees 
in the various departments of the City government. The 
greatest number are found in four departments, namely, 
the Department of Education, which employs 44,700; the 
Police Department, with 19,000 employees; the Sanitation 
Department, with 13,161; and the Fire Department, with 
7,471 in its service. 
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There is no uniform regulation relative to sick leaves, 
compensation during illness and general supervision of 
sick employees. In many departments the employees re- 
ceive full pay during illness; in others, half pay. Eleven 
City departments, with a total of about 24,000 employees, 
have no record whatever of the number of work days lost 
to the City on account of illness of employees. Due to 
lack of records of absences, to the lack of uniformity in 
paid sick leaves, and to the lack of adequate checkup on 
reported illness, the cost to the City of unrendered service 
due to illness, cannot be ascertained or even calculated 
with any approximation of accuracy. Judging, however, 
from the information obtained from some of the depart- 
ments, this amount runs into many millions of dollars 
annually. 


In the Police and Fire Departments medical service has 
been provided through special legislation; it comprises 
many functions, including the care of the members of the 
force not only in illnesses or injuries incurred in the per- 
formance of duty, but in illnesses unrelated to their work. 
The Department of Sanitation likewise has a large medical 
staff to handle the various health problems of the force, 
except that injuries connected with their occupations come 
within the provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation Law. 


The Department of Education has a small corps of 
physicians who examine candidates for admission to the 
service and pass on certain claims of the members of the 
teaching staff with regard to illness. Aside from this there 
is no official provision for health supervision of the per- 
sonnel of the Department. 


In view of this the Committee recommended that a 
Municipal Employees’ Medical Service Bureau should 
be established to provide medical supervision of illnesses 
of all persons on the City payroll, except those employed 
in the Departments of Police, Fire and Sanitation. This 
Bureau is not to provide medical treatment. 


Under this plan, the medical divisions of the Police, 
Fire and Sanitation Departments would remain as at

present, except that the facilities of the borough clinics 
of the Municipal Employees’ Medical Service Bureau would 
be available to them. The salaries of the medical employees 
of the Police, Fire and Sanitation Departments should 
be equalized on the basis of the type of service performed. 


The proposed Municipal Employees’ Medical Service 
Bureau would be in charge of an experienced medical 
director, responsible to the Mayor or the Budget Director. 
On the basis of one physician to every 4,000 employees, 
the required medical personnel would be about 25 physi- 
cians, in addition to the director of the Bureau. Eighteen 
are already available by transfer from other City depart- 
ments. It was suggested that for the convenience of the 
employees and the physicians, a well equipped clinic should 
be established in each borough of the City, with an ade- 
quate clerical and nursing personnel. These clinics should 
be used by the medical division of the Police, Fire and 
Sanitation Departments for x-ray and laboratory services. 


The absence from duty of every employee in the City 
service for reasons of illness would be reported to the 
Bureau on the first day of absence by the secretary or 
chief clerk of the department concerned. The employees 
would be required to submit such evidence of disabling 
illness as the medical officers of the Bureau may demand, 
and paid sickleave would be granted to an employee only 
on the basis of a report by the Medical Service Bureau. 


The Committee further recommended that no sickleave 
pay be granted in illnesses of less than three days’ duration 
and none during the first year of employment. Thereafter 
employees would be entitled to sickleave pay for two weeks 
for each year of service up to a maximum of 26 weeks 
in the 14th year. Employees earning $1500 or less per 
annum, on a full time basis, would receive two-thirds of 
their wages for the specified period of sickleave, and no one 
should receive less than $20 a week as sick pay. Above the 
basic rate of $1500 per annum, sick pay should be at the 
rate of two-thirds of $1500 plus one half the salary above 
this amount. This should not apply to cases of illness or 
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disability coming under the provisions of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Law. 


Pay of Physicians in Municipal Hospitals 


The Committee recommended that the second paragraph 
in Section 692-0, to the effect that “the members of a 
medical staff or board shall serve without compensation,” 
be modified so as to first of all legalize the payment of 
radiologists or pathologists who are members of the medical 
staffs, and to make possible the acceptance of remuneration 
by physicians and surgeons treating patients under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law. The modification should 
also make it possible to pay resident physicians and interns 
and physicians in the outpatient departments. The Charter 
Revision Commission took these suggestions under advise- 
ment, but expressed its opposition to the complete elimina- 
tion of the clause. 


Opposition to Merging of Health Service Departments 


Desirable as it may be to reduce the number of City 
departments it was felt that this objective should not 
be carried so far as to jeopardize the proper adminis- 
tration of the several public health functions. The Com- 
mittee recorded its position as opposed to the merging 
of any one of the four Departments—Health, Hospitals, 
Tenement House or Sanitation—as prejudicial to the 
proper discharge of the respective duties of these depart- 
ments. 


Tenement House Department 


There is a movement on foot to make the Tenement 
House Department a part of the Department of Buildings 
because of the convenience to architects, builders and 
others, in dealing with one, instead of two departments. 
Economy is another reason given. 


It is the Committee’s opinion that housing has a very 
vital effect upon the public health, and the proper control 
over the construction of tenements, as well as the enforce- 
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ment of the provisions of the Multiple Dwellings Law, are 
of vital concern to the community. For these reasons it is 
important that the Tenement House Department maintain 
a separate and independent status. If it should become 
a part of another department, such as Buildings, the long 
tradition of good service and the prestige it has attained 
will be lost, and it will become increasingly difficult to 
obtain the appropriations necessary to carry on effective 
work. 


Sanitation Department 


It is the opinion of the Committee that the cleansing of 
the streets, as well as the disposal of dirt and wastes, should 
be centered in one department. It would be unwise to 
separate the functions of sewage treatment and disposal 
from those of incineration of refuse. In addition, the 
Committee very strongly recorded its opinion that none 
of the functions now carried on by the Sanitation Depart- 
ment should be on a borough basis, and offered the sug- 
gestion that consideration be given to the transfer of the 
responsibility for the maintenance of sewers in each bor- 
ough, to the Department of Sanitation. Realizing, however, 
that more rapid progress is likely to be made in the develop- 
ment of a sewage disposal plan if the Department of Sanita- 
tion could be relieved from that responsibility, the sugges- 
tion was made that this function be transferred to a tem- 
porary commission to be appointed for that purpose. 


STUDIES 
The Women’s Court and the Control of Prostitutes 


At the request of Magistrate Anna Kross, the Committee 
made a study of the work of the Women’s Court with 
special reference to the existing provision for the medical 
care of prostitutes and other offenders brought before this 
Court. 
Annually, about 3500 women charged with prostitution 


are arraigned before the Women’s Court, of whom the ma- 
jority are acquitted because of lack of legal evidence. Since 
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January 1, 1935, all are examined after arraignment and 
before trial, and more than 80 per cent are found to present 
the clinical manifestations of an infection with syphilis or 
gonorrhea or both diseases. 


Although prostitution represents but a fraction of the 
entire problem of venereal disease control, it nevertheless 
constitutes an important phase of it. Much is to be gained 
in the public interest by segregating all infected prostitutes 
and not releasing them from restraint or parole until 
they have received an adequate amount of treatment to 
render them non-infectious. 


Special provision for therapy in a general hospital should 
be provided for young offenders who are still reclaimable 
socially. They should be sent to Kingston Avenue Hospital 
or to City Hospital and not allowed, as at present, to be- 
come hardened by months of association with socially hope- 
less women. The hardened offenders should be sent to the 
House of Detention, part of which should be converted into 
a hospital for treatment purposes. For cases which are 
released on probation there should be an adequate number 
of probation officers—not one to 200 or 300 as at present. 
Every prostitute treated at a clinic or by a private physician 
should be followed up until treatment is concluded. The 
treatment given in the House of Detention, the Workhouse, 
and in all prisons or reformatories, should conform to 
standards laid down by the Department of Health. No 
convicted prostitute should ever be paroled until rendered 
non-infectious. The woman placed on probation should 
not be released until a certificate of adequate treatment has 
been filed with the Court by the Department of Health. 


A strict enforcement of the recently enacted State health 
statute (Section 343-0, Laws of New York, 1935—Chapter 
587, Section 2) will make it unnecessary in most instances 
to bring offenders to trial. An agreement to accept medical 
treatment in a hospital or clinic until rendered non-infec- 
tious may supersede trial. If socially reclaimable, offenders 
should be sent to a hospital, confinement in which will 
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not constitute a stigma, and will provide time and op- 
portunity for the work of the social agencies. 


The plan proposed is not in any way analogous to the 
inspection and licensing of prostitutes in some foreign 
countries. The women who have accepted treatment will 
not receive any certificate of freedom from venereal infec- 
tion. A prostitute who has received adequate treatment 
but who subsequently continues to ply her trade and is 
again arraigned before the Court would be considered as 
having exposed herself to renewed infection. She may 
again accept treatment in a clinic or be hospitalized or be 
brought to trial. In this manner prostitution will be more 
effectively discouraged than by the present trial and acquit- 
tal method; the police will be relieved of the degrading 
practice of collecting evidence of actual prostitution and 
the public will be more adequately protected. 


This study led to a survey of the entire situation relative 
to venereal diseases as a community problem. 


Venereal Diseases 


Since the depression the number of persons failing to 
secure adequate treatment has probably increased. A 
survey by the U. 8. Public Health Service indicated that 70 
per cent of persons infected with syphilis and one-half of 
those with gonorrhea, neglected their treatment until after 
the disease had reached a late stage, and that of those who 
sought treatment during the early stages of syphilis, 84 per 
cent failed to remain under treatment until the disease was 
rendered non-infectious. 


The successful experience in the control of syphilis in 
England and in the Scandinavian countries has demon- 
strated the possibility of effective control if the proper 
type of public education is employed and the treatment 
facilities are made available. With this in view the Com- 
mittee formulated a program of procedure which it sub- 
mitted to the health authorities. The program includes the 
following points: 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC HEALTH RELATIONS 


. Public health education ; 


2. Availability of treatment for all infected persons, in- 


cluding an adequate number of hospital beds for pa- 
tients requiring such facilities ; 


. Instruction of general practitioners in approved mod- 
ern methods of diagnosis, treatment and follow-up; 


. Free diagnostic services for physicians so as to facili- 
tate prompt and early recognition of disease ; 


. Distribution under suitable control of free arsenicals 
to private physicians for the treatment of persons un- 
able to pay a full fee; 


. Encouragement of reporting by private physicians 
of all new cases of venereal disease by exact initials 
and date of birth of patient, to improve accuracy of 
registration ; 

. Cooperation of the public health authorities with pri- 
vate physicians, municipal and voluntary hospitals, 
O.P.Ds. and other clinics, so as to enable them to keep 
patients under control until cured and to bring the 
source of infection under treatment ; 


. Assignment of public health nurses to clinics and, 
upon request, to private physicians for follow-up of 
delinquent patients and of contacts, and for distri- 
bution of health information to infected persons ; 


. Setting up of standards for venereal disease clinics by 
the Department of Health, in cooperation with proper 
medical committees ; 


. Requirement of routine tests for syphilis in the ven- 
ereal disease clinics ; 


. Provision for the detection and treatment of prena 
syphilis; and 


. Regulation and supervision of treatment and follow- 
up of prostitutes and vagrants legally detained in hos- 
pitals, prisons and reformatories or paroled for treat- 
ment to clinics or to private physicians. 
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Juvenile Delinquency 


A great deal has been said and written on the relationship 
between delinquency and health, particularly mental health. 
The Court of Domestic Relations of New York maintains a 
Clinic for the examination and study of clients of the Court, 
chiefly for the children. It was for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the extent to which the work and organization of this 
Clinic are best suited for the needs of the Court, that the 
Committee was invited to make a study of the situation. In 
the course of this study the entire organization of the work 
of the Court was analyzed and a number of suggestions 
offered. The Presiding Justice of the Court, the Honorable 
John Warren Hill, was so impressed with the value of the 
report, that he requested that it be presented formally at 
the Court in the presence of all the Justices, as well as a 
group of guests and friends of the Court especially invited 
for the occasion. The report is to be published in its entirety 
in the February, 1936, issue of the Bulletin of the Academy 
of Medicine, and therefore, neither the findings of the 
report, nor its recommendations are given here except to 
stress the opinion of the Committee that in dealing with the 
problem of juvenile delinquency, psychiatric study has an 
important contribution to make, but it does not offer a 
complete solution. The situation calls for cooperation be- 
tween the many social, legal, educational and medical 
agencies available to remedy the conditions which are 
chiefly responsible for the startling increase in crime in 
recent years. Although psychiatric implications exist in 
many of the cases dealt with by the Court, the paramount 
need is not so much for complete psychiatric examinations 
of every client as for more intensive social case work. Most 
of the children come from the lower income groups and the 
under-privileged classes. They represent almost all races, 
nationalities and religions; are both foreign born and 
native born; and more than half of them come from so- 
called broken homes. Few of these children have had the 
advantage of active participation in the activities of such 
organizations as the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and other 
similar agencies emphasizing character building. It is a 
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gratifying fact that only rarely are children brought before 
the Court for delinquency when they have had the benefit of 
close association with such organizations as the Sunday 
Schools, the Scouts, the Y’s and other similar groups inter- 
ested in the youth of the community. 


Religion and Medicine 


Urged by representatives of the clergy of this City, the 
Committee appointed a subcommittee about fifteen years 
ago to study the increasing practice of so-called religious 
healing and to advise the clergy as to ways in which the 
church might deal with this problem. The work of this sub- 
committee led to the formation of a joint committee repre- 
senting the Academy of Medicine and the Federal Council 
of Churches, which was active for over eight years. The 
scope of its work extended far beyond that of the original 
subcommittee. Two descriptive surveys were published on 
the healing missions of the churches, both in this country 
and abroad; a member of the staff made and published a 
study of the experiences at Lourdes; certain observations 
were made and recorded on various types of patients at the 
Vanderbilt Clinic; and recently a bibliography covering 
the subject of “Emotions and Bodily Changes” for a period 
from 1910 to 1933, was compiled and published with the 
aid of a grant from the Josiah Macy Foundation. During 
the past year the joint committee was discontinued. 


Grading of Milk in New York City 


For two decades the New York City Sanitary Code has 
provided detailed regulations with regard to the production, 
transportation and distribution of milk to be sold in the 
City. Since the outlawing of the retail sale of “loose” milk 
in 1933, there are but three kinds of milk allowed to be sold 
in New York—raw “Certified,” Grade A pasteurized, and 
Grade B pasteurized. The difference between the two 
grades of pasteurized milk are of a purely sanitary char- 
acter and do not relate to the constituents, such as the 
butter fat content or total solids. 
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The question has been raised as to whether or not the two 
grades of milk—A and B—should be continued, in view of 
the fact that the producers of Grade A milk are entitled to a 
differential in price, and in view of the fact that there has 
been a considerable decrease in the fluid milk consumption 
in this City since 1930, and that the recent State Milk 
Advertising Campaign has had very little countervailing 
effect on the decline of the per capita consumption of milk 
in New York. 


It is not the province of this Committee to study the ques- 
tions of economics of milk production, or milk sales, except 
to note that in spite of the difference of two to three cents 
between the two grades of milk per quart, the demand for 
Grade A milk has continued during the depression. This 
indicates the desire of the public to buy milk which is certi- 
fied by the Health Department as being of a superior sani- 
tary quality—there being no considerable difference be- 
tween the butter fat content in the two grades. On the other 
hand, there is no available proof that the difference in the 
bacterial content of the two grades of milk is a source of 
health hazard to the consumer. It has been generally 
accepted that even in the case of young children the prod- 
ucts of bacterial growth are not injurious if the bacteria 
themselves are killed. Studies by Jordan (Journal of 
the A.M.A., Vol. 94, p. 1648, 1930) have, however, thrown 
some doubt on this belief, and it must also be realized that 
heat does not remove foreign material from the milk, nor 
destroy all the spore-producing organisms, both of which 
find access to the milk through negligent handling at the 
source. 


There is no ground to maintain that if Grade A milk were 
eliminated and only Grade B milk of the present sanitary 
standard sold in New York City, important untoward 
events to the community would result; such a regulation, 
however, would lower the standard of the entire milk pro- 
duction by removing the stimulus that exists now for pro- 
ducing cleaner and more permanently sterile milk because 
of the premium which attaches to the production of that 
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type of milk. If, for some administrative reason, it should 
be more economical from the point of view of the health 
authorities to supervise the production of only one grade 
of milk, Grade B milk should be abolished and the entire 
milk supply should be made to come up to the standard of 
Grade A milk. Grade B milk is used to a great extent for 
cooking purposes, and for this reason it can be replaced by 
evaporated or powdered milk, both of which are cheaper. 


Clean milk is a necessity and the securing of a supply of 
such milk is the responsibility of the public health authori- 
ties. The use of milk of the best quality is important in 
infant feeding and for general consumption. The sale of the 
two grades of milk, although not varying greatly in sani- 
tary character, is indicated because of the stimulation the 
extra premium affords the farmers in producing clean 
milk of low bacterial count. 


The Committee expressed the opinion that the supervision 
of the two kinds of milk should be continued by the Depart- 
ment of Health, first, because there is no extra cost involved 
in such supervision, and secondly, because it is in accord- 
ance with the principles which are being advocated in the 
Federal Food and Drugs legislation, whereby articles of 
vital concern to the health of the public should be controlled 
by the agencies of government for the safety and guidance 
of the public. The old principle of ¢aveat emptor should 
not be allowed to prevail, at least in articles of food or 
medication. The experience in New York City and neighbor- 
ing towns in the fall of 1934, with the epidemic of bacillary 
dysentery, fortunately mild, but nevertheless a bacillary 
contamination, should act both as a reminder that we are 
not yet secure from milk-borne infections, and also as a 
warning that a recurrence might well be blamed upon any 
change in regulations pertaining to milk production. 


COOPERATION WITH PUBLIC AUTHORITIES 
Department of Health 
Budget 
A great deal of time and thought was given to the budget 
of the Health Department and a number of recommenda- 
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tions for additional appropriations were made. The Com- 
mittee made these recommendations with the full realiza- 
tion that public expenditures must be restricted to prevent 
an eventual economic disaster, and with the knowledge of 
the existing City debt and other obligations which must be 
met. Undue limitation of appropriations for the health pro- 
tection of the community may, however, in the long run, be 
an expensive way to economize. The reasons which impelled 
the Committee to urge larger appropriations to the Health 
Department budget were in substance as follows: 


Several new Health Centers will be opened, and although 
some of them will replace the existing makeshifts, addi- 
tional help will be necessary for taking care of the buildings 
and expanded activities. 


The expected allotment of half a million dollars by the 
W.P.A. for venereal disease work necessitates a proper 
organization of the Division in the Department of Health 
to plan and supervise the expenditures of this large grant 
and to establish a permanent organization in the Depart- 
ment of Health for the continuation of this important work. 


On account of the depression, the attendance at the vari- 
ous health and clinic stations of the Department has in- 
creased over 50 per cent since 1929, and it is estimated that 
during the year the number of visits made to the various 
clinics of the Department will reach the stupendous figure 
of a million and a half. 


The existing staff of nurses is insufficient to meet the 
demands for service and to keep proper supervision over 
cases of communicable disease and to obtain the necessary 
cooperation on the part of the members of households in 
which cases of tuberculosis or venereal disease occur. Con- 
sidering the demands on the nurses’ time for this type of 
service, as well as for the work in the schools, the number 
of nurses is patently inadequate, and should be increased, 
and with it should go a certain increase in the number of 
supervisors. 
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In order to maintain the morale of the Health Depart- 
ment personnel and to encourage those who have given long 
and faithful years of fine service, it is most desirable that 
the slight increases recommended by the Health Commis- 
sioner should be granted. In one or two instances requests 
were made for a change from part time to whole time medi- 
cal service at a relatively small increase in salary. This 
would result in real economy as it would make avail- 
able to the Department a larger amount of experienced 
supervision. 


A total increase of a little over $100,000 was granted 
to the Health Department for the year 1936. 


Availability of Tuberculosis and Venereal Disease Reports 
to Family Welfare Agencies 


The question was raised by the Department of Health as 
to whether or not the family welfare agencies should be 
given information concerning the presence of tuberculosis 
or venereal infection among their clients. Because of their 
personal knowledge of family situations and their frequent 
contacts with both the patient and his family, these agen- 
cies are in a position to be of considerable assistance to the 
Department of Health, to hospitals and to the outpatient 
departments, in carrying out treatment. The workers of 
these agencies are often instrumental in persuading patients 
to return for diagnosis and treatment. 


After due consideration of all the factors involved, the 
Committee voted to recommend to the Department of 
Health the following suggestion for an amendment to the 
Sanitary Code: 


“All reports made in accordance with the provisions of 
this section, and all records of clinical or laboratory 
examinations indicating the presence of tuberculosis, 
syphilis or gonorrhea, shall be regarded as confidential, and 
shall not be open to inspection by the public or by any 
person other than the Commissioner, and authorized repre- 
sentatives of the Department of Health, a physician or insti 
tution giving further treatment, a recognized agency 
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approved by the Commissioner of Health concerned in 
further treatment and prevention of disease, and such other 
persons as may be authorized by law to inspect such reports 
or records; nor shall the custodian of any such report or 
record, the said Commissioner or any such other person, 
institution or agency divulge any part of any such report 
or record so as to disclose the identity of the person to 
whom it relates except as provided by law.” 


Health Centers 


Believing that the Health Center development should be 
expedited, the Committee gave support to the request of 
the City for federal funds to make possible the construction 
of additional Health Centers. At the present time eight 
Health Center buildings are under construction. The total 
appropriation for these buildings amounts to $1,900,360, 
and there is pending in Washington a request for an appro- 
priation of $2,500,000 for eight additional Health Center 
buildings. The larger amount requested is due to the fact 
that three of these Health Centers are to be training centers 
as well, and are to be associated with the medical schools 
of the City. 


Occupational Diseases 


The recent passage of the so-called “all-inclusive-cover- 
age” for occupational diseases under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Law, suggests the need of a more precise formula- 
tion of the causal relationship between occupation and 
illness. In this connection suggestions were made not only 
for a program of study of chronic occupational diseases in 
connection with our hospitals, but also for the re-establish- 
ment of the Division of Industrial Hygiene in the City 
Department of Health which was abolished some time ago. 


Control of Patent Drugs and Cosmetics 


The Committee accepted the invitation to appear at the 
hearings before the Board of Health, at which a plan 
worked out by the Commissioner of Accounts for the licens- 
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ing of the manufacturers of patent medicines and cosmetics, 
and the registration of their products, was to be considered. 
In accepting this invitation the Committee made it clear 
that it is not particularly interested in the financial setup 
proposed for the functioning of the Bureau in the Health 
Department in charge of food and drugs, but would give 
medical testimony concerning the deleteriousness of cer- 
tain of the preparations which are being offered to the pub- 
lic in the open market without a physician’s prescription, 
and as to the false claims which are being made for the 
curative and disease preventive qualities of the many widely 
advertised preparations. 


At the request of the manufacturers of these products, 
consideration of this proposal was postponed in anticipa- 
tion of an amendment of the Copeland Bill, Senate No. 5, 
which may make local control, as proposed, unnecessary. 


Breast Milk for Premature Babies 


At the request of the Commissioner of Health an inquiry 
was made into the methods which have been developed in 
Chicago, Cleveland, Boston and New York City for the col- 
lection and distribution, at low cost, of breast milk for pre- 
mature babies. It was the Committee’s opinion that the plan 
developed in Boston seems best adaptable to New York City, 
and that the excellent work done by the Children’s Federa- 
tion in New York City, in spite of the handicap of lack of 
funds and adequate quarters, should be strengthened by 
aid from the Department of Health. 


Other Requests 


The other matters in which the aid of the Committee was 
requested and given were: criteria for the diagnosis of 
syphilis and gonorrhea, which have been referred to in 
connection with the Report on Venereal Diseases; the 
Bureau of Laboratories ; standards of eligibility for Health 
Department service ; and the organization of district health 
education. 
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Department of Hospitals 
Hospital Provision for the Tuberculous 


Endorsement was given to the principal recommendation 
of the Advisory Committee on the Hospitalization of the 
Tuberculous, appointed by the Commissioner of Hospitals, 
that the existing facilities of New York City be increased by 
2500 beds, the bulk of this additional hospitalization to be 
provided for within the limits of the City itself. In support 
of this recommendation the Committee pointed out that 
tuberculosis is still a widely prevalent disease, in spite of 
the fact that its death rate has been declining in recent 
years; that fundamental changes have taken place in the 
treatment of patients afflicted with tuberculosis, which 
often require the services of highly skilled surgeons; that 
there has been no significant development in tuberculosis 
hospitalization in New York since the new methods of 
treatment came into vogue; and finally, that there is an 
urgent need of new and well planned additional facilities, 
as well as of changes in the location, environment, equip- 
ment and staff organization in many of the existing tuber- 
culosis institutions. Immediate steps were urged to be taken 
to secure the necessary funds for the purpose. 


Institutions for the Treatment of Chronic Diseases 


A communication was addressed to the members of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, calling their atten- 
tion once more to the lack of adequate hospital facilities 
for the care of patients suffering from chronic illnesses, and 
stating that in spite of the several reports which were pub- 
lished revealing this lack of provision, no funds obtained 
from the federal government have been applied to this 
important purpose. 


Research Council of the Department of Hospitals 


As a nucleus of a research and graduate teaching center 
for chronic diseases, a ward building on Welfare Island, 
with a capacity of 100 beds has been renovated, and 
W. P. A. funds obtained for the construction of a labora- 
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tory. In the City budget for 1936 an item of approximately 
$20,000 has been allowed for a research staff. An auxiliary 
council was established in the Department of Hospitals for 
the purpose of raising additional funds from outside 
sources. Wholehearted endorsement was given to this new 
development. The Committee pointed out that it has been 
demonstrated over and over again that in those hospitals 
where a scientific attitude prevails, the character of the 
clinical and nursing work is invariably of a higher order 
than in hospitals where scientific approach to the problem 
is not an every-day occurrence. New ideas develop when a 
properly selected staff receives encouragement in its work 
and when means are supplied to conduct, under suitable 
safeguards, illuminating clinic and laboratory investi- 
gations. 


WorKS PROGRESS ADMINISTRATION PROJECTS 
BCG Vaccine 


The opinion of the Committee has been requested with 
regard to a proposed experiment to test out the effectiveness 
of BCG vaccine in prepuberty children, the experiment to 
comprise about 5,000 subjects, and a similar number of 
controls, and to be carried on for a period of two years. The 
project was discouraged by the Committee for the follow- 
ing considerations : 


There is not sufficient evidence available to regard BCG 
vaccination, even in infants, as a generally accepted effica- 
cious method of control of tuberculosis, although sufficient 
evidence is available to support the contention that under 
proper conditions there is no danger of the development of 
tuberculosis in human individuals vaccinated with BCG 
vaccine. 


Inasmuch as there is a good deal of clinical evidence in 
favor of the contention that a mild primary infection with 
tuberculosis definitely modifies the course of a subsequent 
tuberculous reinfection, and that this probably influences 
such subsequent course favorably, a well-controlled vaccina- 
tion experiment with a known dosage of non-virulent living 
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organisms offers some reasonable hope of adding to our 
knowledge of the pathogenesis of tuberculosis. 


It is extremely important, however, that there be a suf- 
ficiently large group of cases to make the results statis- 
tically valid. In any group studied in a large city like New 
York there would naturally be a considerable number who 
would be lost sight of in the follow-up study, probably as 
much as twenty-five per cent. This raises the question as 
to whether the proposed group of five thousand vaccinated 
and five thousand controls would be large enough. 


To conduct such an investigation, a trained personnel is 
a matter of vital consideration. Not only is it necessary to 
have skilled direction, but all the physicians, the nurses, the 
social workers and radiographers should have had very spe- 
cial training in tuberculosis so as to insure that their obser- 
vations and records are fully reliable. 


No results of any value whatever could be obtained by a 
study of this character which did not continue for at least 
ten years. Only under such conditions could a study of this 
kind give information of scientific value. 


The Committee was doubtful whether, under the pro- 
posed W. P. A. auspices, a personnel to carry on this study 
- could be selected on the basis of experience or merit, and 
not on the basis of personal financial need. In view of the 
fact that there was no assurance that the study could be 
continued for more than two years, the Committee advised 
against the undertaking. 


Physical Examination of Domestic Help 


The local W. P. A. authorities raised the question as to 
whether the 500 colored women, employed as visiting house- 
keepers in the homes where the mother is incapacitated or 
otherwise unable to take care of her house and children, 
should not be submitted to a physical examination prior to 
their being sent out to these homes. The Committee was of 
the opinion that this presented an opportunity of finding 
out the extent of the prevalence of various communicable 
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diseases in the group referred to, particularly tuberculosis, 
venereal diseases, amoebic dysentery and other communi- 
cable intestinal parasitic infestations. The experiment 
would be worth while if it were carried out in a thorough- 
going manner with the aid of laboratory tests, x-ray examin- 
ations, etc.; in that event, the Committee expressed its 
readiness to act in an advisory capacity. 


Consideration of this matter was brought to a stop under 
order of the Federal Administrator to the effect that no 
funds should be used to defray the cost of the physical ex- 
amination of workers, and if such physical examinations 
are necessary they should be met from funds other than 
those supplied by the W. P. A. 


Other Requests 


Other requests concerned guarding against frostbites of 
out-of-door workers; the use of the device known as the 
Betts Telebinoculars in connection with the testing of vision 
of school children ; and the installation of a medicinal plant 
section at the Brooklyn Botanical Garden. 


MUNICIPAL CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 


As in former years, the Committee cooperated with the 
Municipal Civil Service Commission in drawing up eligi- 
bility standards for available medical positions in the City 
service, and aided in the selection of examiners. The posi- 
tions with regard to which the cooperation of the Committee 
was given last year were, General Medical Superintendent 
of the Department of Hospitals, Director of the Psychiatric 
Division at Bellevue Hospital, District Health Officer of 
the Department of Health, Research Pediatrician in the 
Department of Health, and Surgeon in the Police and Fire 
Departments. 


STATE BOARD OF SOCIAL WELFARE 


The Committee was represented at the hearings held 
before the Board when applications for hospitals and other 
institutions for the care of the sick in New batene City were 
considered. 
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MID-DECENNIAL U. 8S. POPULATION CENSUS 


Sociologists have reported such an unprecedented shift- 
ing of population between states, and between cities and 
rural areas, that the Census Bureau has for the first time 
declined to offer intercensal estimates of population for 
states or cities for the use of health officers and others 
responsible for the calculating of birth, death and morbidity 
rates. In view of that the Committee expressed its opinion 
that a mid-decennial census would be desirable for New 
York City and other large population districts. A resolu- 
tion to that effect was addressed to Mr. W. H. Larrabee, the 
Chairman of the House Census Committee, and to Senator 
Copeland. 


COLLECTION OF MORBIDITY STATISTICS 


For many years the Committee has advocated a uniform 
method of collection of morbidity statistics. During the 
term of office of Commissioner Greeff, a Statistical Bureau 
was established in the Department of Hospitals for the pur- 
pose of collecting data from the 26 institutions comprising 
the Department. The information gathered is regarded as 
of value chiefly from an administrative standpoint. 


The experiment conducted in connection with the Hos- 
pital Information Bureau in 1923 indicates the possibility 
of securing the cooperation of voluntary hospitals in a sta- 
tistical service of this character. In a communication ad- 
dressed to the United Hospital Fund, the Hospital Council 
and the Commissioner of Hospitals, the Committee urged 
the desirability of considering ways and means for setting 
up a plan for a comprehensive and systematic collection 
and periodic publication of morbidity data which would be 
of practical value, not only to administrative officials, 
biometricians and sociologists, but also to the medical pro- 
fession and the public health authorities. 


SURGICAL SUTURES 


It has been authoritatively stated that not all surgical 
sutures which are placed on the market are sterile, and that 
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many untoward developments follow from the use of non- 
sterile sutures. No effective steps have been taken by the 
American Medical Association, the American College of 
Surgeons or the U. 8. Public Health Service to insure a 
supply of a uniformly safe product, although many repre- 
sentations were made to them in recent years. In view of 
this a conference was arranged under the auspices of the 
Committee with representatives of the municipal and volun- 
tary hospitals, and it was the unanimous opinion of this 
conference that if none of the national bodies would act in 
the matter, steps should be taken locally. Various plans 
under local control were discussed and the matter was re- 
ferred for consideration by the House of Delegates of the 
Medical Society of the State of New York. 


CONVALESCENT SERUM CENTER 


The value of the use of normal and convalescent human 
serum in the prophylaxis and treatment of certain diseases, 
notably measles and scarlet fever, has been generally recog- 
nized. How this serum may be obtained under proper pre- 
cautions and how it may best be distributed are important 
matters. Dr. William Thalheimer has demonstrated the 
practicability of serum centers in Chicago and in Mil- 
waukee. With his return to New York the question was 
raised by him, whether such a center could not be organ- 
ized here. 


A special subcommittee of inquiry was appointed, con- 
sisting of Dr. Herbert B. Wilcox, Chairman, Drs. Alphonse 
R. Dochez, William H. Park, Oscar M. Schloss, Gregory 
Shwartzman and Philip P. Stimson. This subcommittee 
examined the project from various angles, such as organiza- 
tion, finance, etc., and reported in favor of such a center in 
New York City. This recommendation was endorsed by the 
Committee. 


AIR CONDITIONING 


At the request of the American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers, the Committee considered the under- 
taking of a review of available data on the effects of tem- 
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perature, humidity, movement, odor, particulate matter and 
bacterial content of the air in enclosed spaces used for 
working and living purposes; and to ascertain if there be 
scientific evidence on the effect of air conditioning, favor- 
able or otherwise, on the health of persons spending larger 
portions of their daily lives in air conditioned quarters. 
This work will be undertaken, if funds for the purpose are 
obtained. 
HOUSING 


Recognizing the importance of proper housing on the 
public health, the Committee followed with interest the 
various developments in the housing field and arranged for 
a conference with representatives of the New York City 
Housing Authority. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Of the other requests for opinion and advice which have 
not been described before, the following might be men- 
tioned : a critical review of the material gathered together 
by the Society for the Control of Cancer for a popular 
exhibit; the request from the Pharmaceutical Conference 
for aid in securing relief from the sales tax on sick room sup- 
plies; the request from the Hudson County Tuberculosis 
Hospital and Sanatorium for an opinion on the value and 
method of study of the incidence of tuberculosis among high 
school students ; the request for an opinion on the activities 
of the New York Birth Control Federation; the request 
from the Committee on Maternal Health for an opinion on 
the study of abortions; the request for aid in banning cer- 
tain unethical methods in the promotion of sales of various 
articles of apparel or of toilet goods; the administration of 
anesthesia in hospitals; and.the use of mails for unsolicited 
merchandise. 

Biees LECTURE 


In 1935 the Biggs Lecture, which is held annually at the 
Academy under the auspices of the Committee on Public 
Health Relations, was delivered by the State Health Com- 
missioner, Dr. Thomas Parran, Jr., the subject being 
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“Public Responsibility for Public and Personal Health.” 
The lecture was published in extenso in the September Bul- 
letin of the Academy. 


LEGISLATION 


The O’Brien-Kantowski Bill, aimed to eliminate the 
medical abuses under the State Workmen’s Compensation 
Law, was endorsed as carrying out the recommendations of 
the Governor’s Committee. 


The Committee endorsed the bill empowering the courts 
to order blood grouping tests. 


The Committee expressed the opinion that legislation 
with regard to broadcasting medical advice over the radio 
should be a matter of national, rather than state control. 


The Committee endorsed the bills providing an individ- 
ual toilet for each tenement house family, and for the aboli- 
tion of windowless rooms. 


Opposition was expressed to the various bills for the 
licensing of the cults and for the prohibition of animal ex- 
perimentation. 


The City Comptroller, Mr. Frank J. Taylor, proposed 
that without waiting for the revision of the Charter, the 
Municipal Assembly eliminate that clause in it which pro- 
hibits the giving of care and treatment to indigents outside 
of institutions, and place it in the Department of Public 
Welfare. 


The purpose of this amendment was to do away with the 
uncertainty of home medical and nursing care under the 
Emergency Welfare Law. The Committee was not quite 
convinced that this legislation is necessary at the present 
juncture, particularly in view of the fact that the Public 
Welfare Department was so overwhelmed with other duties 
that it did not seem desirable to add to it the duty of admin- 
istering medical and nursing relief; and furthermore, the 
Committee, in principle, was opposed to placing the admin- 
istration of a medical service in the Department of Public 
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Welfare. It had previously recommended to the Charter 
Revision Commission that when medical and nursing home 
relief is authorized, it be made a part of the responsibilities 
of the Department of Hospitals. 


The views of the Committee were placed before the Mayor 
and the members of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment.

REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON MEDICAL EDUCATION 


ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMITTEE SINCE ITS INCEPTION 
IN 1924 


The beginning of the Committee on Medical Education 
dates back to the year 1912 when the Society for the 
Advancement of Clinical Study in New York was organized. 
This Society undertook to establish a Bureau of Clinical 
Information in the Academy of Medicine building then on 
43rd Street and began the publication of a daily Surgical 
Bulletin. This Bulletin, which has been published con- 
tinuously ever since, is now in its 24th vear. 


In 1919 there was organized the New York Association 
for Medical Education, and during the following few years 
the Association published several bulletins setting forth 
in some detail the opportunities for postgraduate medical 
study which are offered in New York. The Association 
also made a study of the requirements for the training of 
specialists and published outlines of a number of compre- 
hensive courses leading to qualification for special practice 
in the clinical branches. The Association concluded its 
activities as a separate organization in 1924, when it 
merged with the Society for the Advancement of Clinical 
Study to form the Committee on Medical Education of 
The New York Academy of Medicine. 
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The first activity undertaken by the new Committee on 
Medical Education was a survey of postgraduate medical 
courses in New York City. This survey has been carried 
on from year to year. A synopsis of approved courses was 
first published in 1925. It has been revised yearly and has 
been widely distributed. 


Another early undertaking of the Committee was the 
further development of the Bureau of Clinical Information 
and of its announcements. In 1925, a weekly bulletin of 
medical clinics was started. 


At its first meeting in 1926 the Committee adopted a 
general plan of activities as follows: 


1. To continue the survey of postgraduate medical edu- 
cation in New York with a view to improving the value of 
existing opportunities and encouraging the development 
of additional ones; to lend approval to those opportunities 
which, after investigation, have been found to be well 
organized, with adequate equipment and clinical material, 
and given by physicians of character who are known to 
be qualified teachers in their special lines of work. 


2. To arrange or assist in arranging lectures and lec- 
ture courses, clinical symposia, and similar features of 
postgraduate medical education in New York City. 


3. To plan and arrange programs for the stated and 
section meetings of the Academy in cooperation with the 
officers of sections. 


4. To supervise the publication of the Bulletin of The 
Academy of Medicine, and other periodicals which may be 
published by the Academy, | 


5. To maintain a Bureau of Clinical Information. The 
Bureau will carry on such functions as:—To provide a 
central meeting place or headquarters where visiting medi- 
cal men may obtain information regarding all medical 
activities of the city ; to collect, classify and give out infor- 
mation regarding opportunities for postgraduate medical 
study in cities of the United States, Canada and other 
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countries ; to answer inquiries in connection therewith ; to 
publish daily and weekly bulletins of surgical and medical 
clinics ; to publish announcements of approved opportuni- 
ties for postgraduate medical study offered in New York 
City. 

Undertakings of the Committee not previously mentioned 
have included : 


1. The inauguration in 1925 of the Friday Afternoon 
Lecture Series. 


2. In the year 1927 the Committee took over the arrange- 
ment of the scientific programs of Stated Meetings and the 
editorial direction of the Monthly Bulletin of the Academy. 


3. The Graduate Fortnight, which was first presented in 
1928. 


4. In 1928, the Committee recommended to the Council 
that a Medical Information Bureau be established in the 
Academy. The recommendation was approved and a little 
later a subcommittee on Press and Publicity cooperated 
with the Comitia Minora of the County Medical Society in 
organizing and developing the activities of the Bureau. 


In 1928 the Committee recommended to the Council that 
a Committee on International Medical Relations be 
appointed. The recommendation was approved and a Com- 
mittee was appointed which was active for several years. 
In 1930 it was merged with the Committee on Medical 
Education. 


5. In 1929, the Committee undertook a study of the 
training of specialists, which was carried on for five years, 
during which time several extended reports were prepared 
and published. A continuation of the study is now being 
undertaken by the New York Committee on the Study of 
Hospital Internships and Residencies. 


6. As an outcome of the study of the qualifications and 
training for special practice, the Committee recommended 
to the Council a plan of classification of Fellows which, 
with some modifications, is now in operation. 
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7. In 1930, arrangements for the Biggs Memorial and 
Bulkley Lectures were taken over by the Committee. 


8. Since 1930, the Committee has selected each year two 
recently graduated interns of New York City hospitals to 
receive the Bowen Scholarship awards which provide funds 
for a year’s postgraduate medical study in a foreign 
country. 

9. In 1931, the Committee compiled and published an 
approved list of clinicians practicing in foreign countries 
and in the same year recommended to the Council a list of 
foreign medical men for election as Corresponding Fellows 
of the Academy. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Committee has considered and acted upon a number 
of miscellaneous matters which have been referred to it 
from time to time. Among these are: 


A consideration of courses in Industrial Medicine. 
The arrangement of a series of lectures on fractures. 
The arrangement of a course in cardiology. 
Professional examinations in medicine. 
Certain remedies to be included in the pharmacopeia. 
The Institute of Probation. 
The requirements for qualification as a medico-legal 
expert. 
German student exchange. 
_ The Golhard and Sigerist Lectures. 
The Celebration of Dr. Welch’s birthday. 
Trends in medical practice. This study was later taken 
over by the Council of the Academy. 
The educational value of chronic cases in municipal 
hospitals. 


THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEDICAL 
EDUCATION HAVE INCLUDED: 


A daily bulletin of meetings, lectures, conterencen, ward 
rounds and surgical operations. 
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A weekly bulletin of medical clinics (1925—discontinued 
later). 

A synopsis of approved opportunities offered in New York 
City for postgraduate medical study in the clinical spe- 
cialties. 

A list of hospitals and fixed clinics in New York (published 
for two years). 

A booklet entitled “Opportunities for Clinical Study in 
Hospitals of New York City” (published for five years, 
discontinued in 1930). 

An approved list of foreign en and hospitals. 

A bulletin of non-operative clinics, of clinical and patho- 

logical conferences and of hospital rounds. 


SUMMARY OF THE YEAR’S ACTIVITIES: 


GRADUATE FORTNIGHT 


The most important activity of the year was the plan- 
ning and presentation of the Eighth Annual Graduate 
Fortnight. The general subject chosen was “Diseases of 
the Respiratory Tract.” The Fortnight was held October 
21 to November 2. The same features were presented as 
in the previous years, that is, coordinated afternoon clinics 
in a group of hospitals, evening meetings at the Academy 
and an exhibit. The attendance was about the same as 
that of last year, the total registration being 658. Average 
attendance at the evening meetings was 650. Attendance 
at the afternoon clinics was good. The scientific exhibit 
was the largest that had been held at the Academy and 
attracted great interest. 


CONTINUED EDUCATION OF THE PHYSICIAN 


The Committee has devoted much of its time to a con- 
sideration of the ways by which the clinical resources of 
New York City might be further developed and coordinated 
so as to provide more and better opportunities for the con- 
tinued education of the physician. Several definite plans of 
procedure were proposed having to do with different phases 
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of the subject. At its December meeting the Committee 
recommended to the Council that 


“a survey of the resources which are offered in New 
York City for the continued education of the physician 
be undertaken, and that a competent person be 
employed for the purpose. The Committee believes 
that a detailed study is necessary before it can success- 
fully carry out its plan for increasing the opportuni- 
ties for postgraduate medical education in the City. 
The Committee thinks that such a study would stimu- 
late the need for continued medical education as well 
as to evaluate its present demands. Courses offered 
by postgraduate and undergraduate medical schools 
would not be included in the study.” 


ACADEMY PROGRAMS 


The first Stated Meeting of the year included addresses 
of the retiring and incoming presidents of the Academy, 
and papers on the Workmen’s Compensation Law and the 
Care and Hospitalization of Indigent Sick. The February 
meeting was devoted to a Symposium on The Facts about 
X-Ray and Radium Therapy. The March meeting was 
given over to a Symposium on Angina Pectoris, with Spe- 
cial Reference to Coronary Artery Disease, and the April 
meeting to a Symposium on Headache. In May, the Biggs 
Lecture was delivered, the subject being The Causes and 
Prevention of Blindness. The second Stated Meeting of 
each month was presented by the Harvey Society. 


LECTURES 


The tenth series of Friday Afternoon Lectures of special 
interest to the practitioner included twenty lectures. The 
interest in the series seems to increase from year to year. 
For this year the attendance averaged 275. The programs 
of Stated, Section and special meetings as well as of lec- 
tures held under Academy auspices, are announced in the 
semi-monthly Academy Folder and are made of permanent 
record in the monthly Bulletin of the Academy. 
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THE ALEXANDER COCHRAN BOWEN SCHOLARSHIP 


Twelve candidates appeared before the Subcommittee 
which met in May. The successful candidates of the year 
were Dr. Joseph Dillon of Presbyterian Hospital and Dr. 
Andrew M. Babey of Bellevue Hospital. 


BUREAU OF CLINICAL INFORMATION 


The Bureau has continued to serve as a clearing house 
of information in regard to opportunities for postgraduate 
medical study in this and other countries. From 40 to 50 
out of town physicians visit the Bureau each month, most 
of whom inquire about opportunities for postgraduate 
medical study. Visitors came from fourteen foreign coun- 
tries, nearly half of whom were from Latin American states. 
The Bureau is called upon to answer an increasingly large 
number of inquiries regarding medical matters of many 
kinds. 

The privilege of posting in the Daily Bulletin is limited 
to those surgeons who hold certain defined positions on 
the staff of approved hospitals or professional teaching 
appointments in medical schools. Surgeons not Fellows of 
the Academy who post are required to contribute $10 per 
year towards the Bulletin’s upkeep. Operations accepted 
for posting must have definite educational value. Hos- 
pitals accepted for posting must be municipal or voluntary 
which maintain public or charity beds with facilities for 
clinical teaching, and which have met the minimum require- 
ments of the American College of Surgeons. 


About 200 copies of the Bulletin are printed. The mail- 
ing list includes 70 hospitals and about 120 individuals. 
Besides regular subscribers, an average of 15 to 20 medical 
visitors subscribe to the Bulletin for short periods of time.

REPORT OF THE 
MEDICAL INFORMATION BUREAU 


During the calendar year of 1935, the Medical Informa- 
tion Bureau received and handled a total of 4056 inquiries. 
This is an increase of 29%, or 906 inquiries, over the year 
of 1934. This increase is attributed to the additional 
demand on the Bureau by doctors, commercial organiza- 
tions and laymen. The inquiries varied in nature from the 
casual to the highly complicated. 


1117, or 26% _ of the inquiries came from individuals. 
789, or 20% of the inquiries came from doctors. 


672, or 16144% of the inquiries came from miscellane- 
ous sources. 


NEWSPAPER INQUIRIES 


Eight-hundred-and-thirty-seven inquiries (approximately 
21 per cent of the total) were received from the press. Prac- 
tically every newspaper in Greater New York has made use 
of the Bureau as a source of medical information, for 
review of medical news items received by them from other 
sources, for feature material and for advice on proffered 
advertisements of a medical or quasi medical nature. 


There was an appreciable increase this year in the num- 
ber of feature articles for which the Medical Information 
Bureau was called on to supply “raw materials.” 


There also was a substantial increase in the “checking” 
of foreign and domestic medical news items of a sensational 
nature. 


In addition to making available authentic information 
on medical matters, the Bureau was frequently called on 
to block, or hinder the spread of false and misleading medi- 
cal news. In this direction, the Bureau issued “corrective” 
releases, or statements, on— 
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several cancer cures 

a specific tuberculosis remedy 
misinformation on thyroid 

paternity tests 

corneal transplantation 

infantile paralysis serums and vaccines 


ASSOCIATED PRESS ARTICLES 


During the year, the Bureau issued 313 daily columns 
to the Associated Press. They were published in approxi- 
mately four hundred newspapers throughout the country, 
serving a reading population of approximately twenty mil- 


lion people.

Coast Fisheries Company in formulating a study on the 
efficacy of halibut-liver oil in treatment of burns, etc. ; The 
Food Concentrates Company in a study on the health 
value of the banana and the Rubber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation in a study on weatherproof footgear and its relation 
to health. 


RapDIo 


During the year 1935 the Medical Information Bureau 
scheduled and arranged for the delivery of four-hundred- 
and-six radio addresses. These talks were given over the 
major stations in New York City. 


Throughout the year, special broadcast programs were 
arranged for the American Society for the Control of 
Cancer, New York Heart Association, First District Dental 
Society, New York Adult Education Council, New York 
Diabetes Association, New York League for the Hard of 
Hearing, Society for the Instruction in First Aid, Irving- 
ton House, Greenwich House and the Milk Commission. 
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ACADEMY Rapio Hour 


During 1935, the Fellows of the Academy presented 
weekly addresses on timely medical subjects over WABC, 
which has a network reaching into practically every part 
of the country. 


The Academy received the cooperation of the New York 
Tuberculosis & Health Association in conducting its radio 
activities. 

A special Subcommittee to Study Radio Problems was 


formed to bring about a closer cooperation between the 
medical profession and the broadcasting companies. 


LECTURES TO THE LAITY ON THE ART AND ROMANCE 
OF MEDICINE 


A series of lectures has been organized, specifically 
addressed to the lay public. This is the first time since the 
foundation of the Academy that a like series has been intro- 
duced. In addition to being an innovation, these Lectures 
to the Laity on the Art and Romance of Medicine are note- 
worthy in the fact that they do not deal with disease, dis- 
ease prevention, or even hygiene, but are devoted to the 
art and romance of medicine, how medicine achieved its 
goals and how it is striving for those still unattained. 


COOPERATION WITH THE MEDICAL SOCIETY OF THE 
CouNTY OF NEw YorRK 


Throughout the year, the Medical Information Bureau 
served the Medical Society of the County of New York in 
presenting its activities to the press. 


The Bureau has continued to receive splendid coopera- 
tion from its consultants, of whom there are ninety-seven 
representing thirty-three specialties.
